AN OLD CUSTOM ABOLISHED. 

London, March Oth. — The release by 
order of the Home Secretary of the young 
woman sentenced to imprisonment for escape 
from the spinning house of Cambridge 
University is considered an acknowledg- 
ment by the Government that the authority 
•xercised by the university can no longer 
be tolerated. Mr. Penrose Fitzgerald, who 
represents the town of Cambridge in Parlia- 
ment, stated that the citizens lire determined 
to bring to an end the riglitof the university 
to arrest upon inure suspicions, whom it 
pleases, under an authority which assumes 
to override even the jurisdiction of Parlia- 
ment. The university feels that its position 
is no longer tenable, and will be willing to 
surrender nil of its present jurisdiction, 
except over the undergraduates, leaving 
the towns people to theordtnary laws of tho 
land. This will, no doubt, be agreeable to 
all interests. 

Tilt: CHILIAN REVOLUTION. 

A Berlin despatch says that the Chilian 
insurgents have notified the Messrs. Krupp 
and tho banks holding Chilian funds, that 
no orders for or contracts with President 
Balmaceda, since the beginning of thu revo- 
lution, will be respected by the Chilian Con- 
gress, tho majority of whom arc on the side 
of the insurgents. This is in view of the 
report that tho Chilian President has or- 
dered from ihe Messrs. Krupp a large 
quantity of ammunition and cannon, in- 
cluding twenty field batteries, twelve large 
cannons and a considerable amount of 
smokeless powder, and proposing to pay for 
the supplies with the proceeds of the Chil- 
ian railroad loan, the funds of which are now 
in Germany. 

THE OEK.MAN NAVAL BODOET. 

A Berlin dispatch says the liudget com- 
mittee of the Reichstag, to which was re- 
ferred, on the motion of Chancellor Von 
Caprivi, the question of an additional ap- 
propriation for new ironclads, is not likely 
to recommend the credits desired, and that 
the Chancellor knew it when ho moved the 
reference, it being simply u cover to save 
the government from a direct repulse. 

THE SULTAN'S CKNKHOSITV. 

The Sultan of Turkey has donated large 
sums of money to aid the German sufferers 
by the recent inundations. The Sultan of 
Turkey is very anxious to build up a trade 
with Germany end to encourage friendly 
relations with the Empire, ilia munificence 
on this occusion is regarded us significant in 
view of the most critical situation of 
European politics. 

THE London FlftEMKN, 
The agitation among the London firemen 
is increasing to fever heat. They have 
drawn up a second petition for an increase 
of wages and other benefits which almost 
amounts to an ultimatum. This petition, 
Chief Shaw will present to the County 
council on behalf of the men. Should it 
receive a repnlso a fin men's strike is not 
impossible. 

A BLOW AT Til K I1ALLET. 

Tlie County Council is actively pushing 
its bill, to bring the theatres within its 
jurisdiction, thereby abolishing the ancient 
authority of the Lord Chancellor. The thea- 
trical managers are moving every influence 
within their reach to defeat this measure. 
The Lord Chancellor seldom interferes and 
then only when public decency is in danger 
of being grossly outraged. Tho city council 
would undoubtedly institute a rigid system 
of license mid inspection, and as the Non- 
conformists arc powerful iii the council, the 
ballet would hare to wear more clothes.

The snow is from (! to IS inches 
deep in many places, und the seas are run- 
ning so high along the coast tVat many 
wrecks are feared.

Americans in 
London compare the storm to the New York 
blizzard of 1SSS. The deep snow greatly 
impedes traffic and London is deep in slush.

In accepting the in- 
vitation to be a nandidatc, Sir Charles said 
to-day that he had often stated his decision 
not to return to public life until he had 
cleared his character. No legal pr icess ex- 
isted whereby he could prove the falsity of 
the charges against him, bur his vindication 
presented to the public in pamphlet form 
enabled him to prefer the troubles of politi- 
cal life to the ease of a literary career. If 
the constituency, therefore, should ratify 
the action of their council, he would con- 
?>ciit to bo their candidate.

AhdURtcd Ily Her Unsbnud. 

LoKCOa, March 0. — Mrs. E. Jackson 
was leaving the church at Clithorco, neur 
Manchester, ou Sunday, when three men 
jumped out of a carriage, seized the lady, 
put her by force iu the carriage and drove 
away. The people, greatly excited, fol- 
lowed, and attempted to rescue Mrs. Jack- 
son. At Blackburn, the abductors alighted 
and entered a ItoUBO where they defied their 
pursuers. The leader in the abduotion was 
the lady's husband, who married her 
privately some years ago. He went to 
Australia, returning in 1889. Mrs. Jack- 
son In the meantime had succeeded to a for- 
tune She refused to livu with her husband; 
he applied to thu court and got un order re- 



storing his conjugal rights. Ou the author- 
ity of that order he abducted her on Sun- 
day. 'The police felt compelled to obey tho 
order of the court and are defending the 
house where Mrs. Jackson is a prisoner, 
against tho rage of the people, who are an- 
xious to deliver her. Jackson is having 
provisions hoisted through the windows and 
is prepared for a siege. 

WRECKED AND BURNED. 

Engine Smashed ami Cars Destroyed by Fire 
Tho Fireman Incinerated. 

Jacksonville, 111., March S.— A terrible 
railroad wreck occurred this morning on tho 
Jacksonville Southeastern, which resulted 
in the total destruction of all the ears by 
lire, the smashing of tho engine, the loss of 
one life outright and the serious injury of 
several persons. 

The south-bound express, due hero at -t 
a.m., was uotiring Havana, when a broken 
rail ditched the entire train, which consist- 
ed of a baggage and express car, a smoker, 
a chair car and two sleepers. 

As soon as the engine struck the defective 
rail it careened into the ditch and the bag- 
gage car was piled on top of thu tender. 

Firo from the engine or stove in the car at 
once set lire to the latter and it was speedily 
consumed. 

The baggageman by some means managed 
to gel out without being seriously injured, 
and he at once went to work rescuing tho 
others. He found the express messenger 
pinned fast under a heavy box and with a 
superhuman effort extricated him, but the 
poor fellow had lost his left foot. Others, 
who were not hurt, at once went to work 
looking after the passengers on the train. 

The chair car was sot on fire by the 
patent heater and the flames communi- 
cated with the sleepers and all were 
destroyed. 

'The body of Miss Ellen Woods, whose re- 
mains were being brought here from 
Chicago for burial, was consumed in the 
blazing cars. 

Fireman James N. Saddler was caught in 
the wreck of the baggage car and tender 
and was burned to a cinder. 

Frank Birkenhead, the engineer, was 
found and saved, though his left leg ami 
arm were broken. 

A train with Burgeons Was at once dis- 
patched from this place und every effort was 
made for the comfort of the sufferers. 



POST-OFFICE BOBBED. 



The Safe in the Port Townseud Office 
Blown Open and the Con- 
tents Taken. 

The Thieves Believed to be an Organ- 
ized GaiiR— Some Fifteen Hun 
clrcd Dollars Secured. 



On Saturday, when the clerks entered the 
Port Townsend post office, they found the 
safe had been Uryvn by burglars during tho 
night. The doors were lying on the floor 
and the safe was ransacked of all the valu- 
ables left in it on the night before. The 
burglars were evidently experts at the busi- 
ness. They bad drilled u small hole in tho 
top of the safo and into this had dropped 
the explosive by means of which the doors 
had been burst from their fastenings. 
After or before blowing tho safe, 
the burglars went through the book 
store of Handley & French, taking a 
qaantity of tobacco aud cigars, books, 
notions and all ihe money in t lie cash 
drawer, amounting to S-0. The loss to tho 
store is fully §200. The contents of tho 
safe which the midnight visitors appropria- 
ted was about §1,000 in cash and stamps, 
and fifty registered letters which were to 
have been inaiUd to-day, and tho value of 
which cannot bo guessed at. Then there 
were ■! HI postal notes, private papers and 
all the document i and litters Ihat thoy 
could lay their hands on. Of the lifry 
registered letters taken over half weio for 
Alaskan points Duly one ragj&Wed l.titer 
was overlooked by tlie cracksman, und that 
was addressed to Mr. McPherson of Port 
Townsend. The safe, which is Postmaster 
Learned's own property was worth §210, so 
that the total loss without counting the 
registered mail is about §1,500. 

The burglary is supposed to have taken 
place between 2 and .'( o'clock in the morn- 
ing. The noise of a smothered explosion 
was heard about that time by several per- 
sons. To deaden the noise the burglars had 
piled mail hags around and on top of the 
Hafe. They had probably keys to the build- 
ing, as all the doors wore found locked 
when Postmaster Wilson entered the store 
Saturday morning, and the place was full 
of gunpowder smoke. In the afternoon a, 
ladder was discovered under tho building 
und several drill holes and also a piece of 
drill. 

As soon us Postmaster Learned had made 
an examination ho notified the department 
at Washington, and also the office in Sun 
Francisco Inspector Siebold, of the latter 
place, replied, stating that an inspector 
would be sent on to investigate. 

There is, us yet, no clue concerning the 
perpetrators of the robbery. Over twenty 
men, divided into posses, were out, yester- 
day, trying to run the safc-blowers to 
earth, but no trace of the cracksmen was 
found. Two men, now under arrest on sus- 
picion, ure believed not to he the guilty 
persons. Tho officers aro of the opinion 
that the work was done hy an organized 
gang, who have, for some time, been in the 
vicinity.

THIRTY-FOURTH DAY. 

MOK»A.Y, March 9. 

The Speaker having taken the chair, at 
2 o'clock, prayers were read by Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Ci iilge. 

Coi.. Baker presented the report of the 
Standing committee on Railways, upon the 
Vancpuver Northern. Pence River and 
Alaska Railway ami Navigation company. 
Adopted. 

The petition of the Presbytery of Colum- 
bia, endorsing the passage of the Sunday 
Observance law, was read and ordered to be 
printed. 

MINE ItKCULATIOXS. 

Mr. Keith introduced a bill to further 
amend the Coal Mines' Regulation Act. 
Read a first time ; uecond reading on Thurs- 
day. 

MAIL SERVICE REQUIRED. 

MR. Hah moved that a respectful ad- 
dress be presented to the Lieut-Governor, 
praying that he will cause to be pointed out 
to the Dominion Government the rcry urg- 
gent necessity which exists for the provid- 
ing of an efficient mail service on what is 
known as the Northern coast routo of tliis 
province, by steamers of good speed and ac- 
commodation, equal in all respects to the 
American mail steamers plying to Alaska. 
The present requirements are: — Victoria to 
Port Simpson, Naas River, and way ports. 
.Mails to leave Victoria on the 1st and loth 
of each month, calling at Masset and Skide- 
gate, on Queen Charlotte Island, on alter- 
nate trips. 

On introducing tins resolution, the mem- 
ber for Cassiar stated that the subject re- 
ferred to was one of the most vital impor- 
tance to the northwest portion of the prov- 
ince. They had no regular mails. Letters 
and papers were at present carried hap- 
hazard, by the kindness of the steamers 
happening to call dining part of the year at 
some places. In many stations, however, 
no mail was received from one end of the 
year to the other. The position of the mail 
service to Northern British Columbia was 
now in the same position as it was 20 
years ago— there were no regular mail 
boats, although the amount contributed by 
the district in revenue to the Dominion 
Government was very considerable. The 
small trading steamers plying between Cas- 
sia r ports and the provincial centres of 
trade had earned upwards of $75,000 dur- 
ing the ye ir. CaBsiar possessed attractions 
of a similar nature, and fully equal, to those 
of Alaska, which hud been made so well 
known to tourists and capitalists through 
the enterprise of the American Govern- 
ment. The lion, mover of the resolution 
instituted a brief conrpatison between what 
had been done for its northern-most posses- 
sion by t he United States Government, and 
what had, or rather had not, been done for 
the northern coast districts by the Dominion 
Government. The growth of his constituency 
had been remarkable. Last year its output 
of salmon was valued nt 8750,000; of tish 
oil, $20,000; of gold dust §100,000; of logs, 
etc., §100,000— in all, more than Sl,250,000. 
The energetic men who were endeavoring to 
develop the rich resources of this valuable 
portion of the province, were laboring 
under great disadvantage, in the matter of 
mail and steamer service. It was a ques- 
tion affecting the interests of the entire 
province, and he hoped that the House 
would unanimously pass his resolution, and 
that the Government would present the 
matter in the strongest manner possible to 
the Federal Government. 

Hon. Mit. Roiison thoroughly approved 
of the resolution, the object of which the 
Government would do all in their power to 
promote. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted.

A Caeful Institution Not Altogether 
Oonllneil to the (iay French 
Capital— An Kxpoimlvo 



A correspondent in Paris recently dis- 
covered in tho c;ifos a class of attend- 
ants which ho described as a bizarre 
novelty in Parisian business methods. 
Ho said that these attendants were 
known professionally as "Guardian 
Angels." They have become, ho wrote, 
quite numerous in tho more thickly 
populatod quartor of tho French cap- 
ital. Tho attendants get their title 
because they aro callod upon to keep 
watch and ward over and insure safe 
conduct homo to working people who 
frequent the smaller cafes, and without 
the protection of the angel might fall a 
prey to the potty criminals who lurk in 
tho streets at night to rob inebriated 
working-men and other moro or loss 
helpless wayfarors. 

New York, says tho Sun of that city, 
has for a long time had its counterpart 
of tho Parisian guardian angels, lie is 
a curious, entertaining and beneficent 
sorvant of tho public that was brought 
into existence by tho amazing growth 
of hotel life in this town during the 
last few years, and by the increase in 
tho number of tho fashionable restau- 
rants. Hero, however, it is only those 
fashionable hotels and cafes which can 
support t lie luxury of angels. They are 
too expen; vo :t feature apparently to 
justify the proprietors of the saloons 
in tho tenement districts in em- 
ploying them. Tho guardian angel 
of Gotham is an affablo and 
well-informed special police officer 
detailed by tho polico commissioners, 
and reporting regularly to Acting Su- 
perintendent of Police Byrnes, He 
works harmoniously with tho other 
serviceable attendant of the swell cafe 
who is called tho bouncer. The bouncer 
is a professional boxer whose duly it is 
to maintain order and to get obstreper- 
ous visitors out of the establishment 
without any fuss or feathers anil with- 
out attracting too general attention. 
Tho angel, on the other hand, makes it 
his business to see that no harm befalls 
the cafe or hotel patron who has become 
a little too convival for his own good, 
and needs the assistance of just such a 
guide, philosopher, and friend as the 
angel is to keep him from parting with 
his valuables. 

"The idea of having a guardian an- 
gel," said the angel of the Hoffman 
House, "may strike men about town as 
something of a practical juke, and they 
may believe that the angel is a myth.

We cannot imagine what the Select Com- 
mittee of the House of Assembly to inquire 
into the causes of the strike in thu Welling- 
ton colleries were thinking about when they 
objected to i lie appearance of the Messrs. 

And we 
are more than surprised that they expected 
to make an inquiry of that kind a secret 
one. The dispute is one between the Union 
and the mine-owners rather than between 
the mine-owners and their workmen. But 
we see on the Select Committee two gentle- 
men who have made themselves prominent 
during the progress of the strike as repre- 
sentatives of the Union, Messrs. Keith and 
Forster. These members of the Committee 
cannot divest themselves of their Union 
membership or their union predilections if 
they would, and we have not heard that 
they have the slightest intention of endeav- 
oring to do so. They propose to 
act in this union dispute as judge 
and jury, and, perhaps, witnesses, 
for aught we know to the contrary. The 
Committee, if constitutional, which we very 
greatly doubt, should be composed of men 
who are believed to he disinterested and 
impartial. 13ut when two such partisans as 
Messrs. Keith and Forster are known to be, 
were placed upon it it did seem singular 
that any surprise should be felt when the 
Messrs. Dunsmuir employed a lawyer to 
look after their interests.

NO SECRECY. 

Who are the City Councillors t They are 
the servants of the citizens. They have, for 
convenience sake, been selected to represent 
and to net for the city taxpayers. They 
huvo no powers except those that they re- 
ceive as the representatives of til" citizens, 
The business they transact is not .heir own 
business, but that of those whom they re- 
present. The citizens, therefore, have a 
right to hear and to seo how that business 
is transacted. What secrets can the City 
Council have in their corporate capacity I 
None whatever. Their meetings should be 
open to the citizens and the public have a 
right to hear every word that ia said at 
their deliberations. 

It ia on this principle that representative 
bodies in all British countries act. They do 
not hold secret sessions. The doors of the 
Dominion Parliament are open to every- 
one. Notice is given to tho public of 
the meetings of till committees. Any one 
who passes through the corridors of the 
House of Commons, muy see at what hours 
the different committees sit, and he con 
listen to the proceedings of all of them, if 
he cares to do so. and there is room for him 
in the committee room. The public, in the 
person of newspaper reporters, arc not only 
admitted into the committee rooms but are 
expected to be t here when important 
business is being transacted. 

It is the same with the committees of the 
City Councils of the great cities. It is in 
these rooms that the reporters get their in- 
formation. They have places at the com- 
mittee tables, and no one questions their 
right to hear and to take note of all that 
is being done. Such a thing as a secret 
session is never heard of. 

Of course the business transacted is in- 
variably legitimate. City Councils do not 
constitute themselves into star chambers or 
sewing circles to inquire in the dark into 
the doings of those who are connected with 
them, or to tear the characters of absent 
persons to pieces. 

If the Council has a charge to make against 
any one it should do it openly, and in a 
manly fashion. It should take no notice of 
secret charges or whispered slanders. It a 
member sees fit to accuse any one within 
the jurisdiction of the Council of wrong- 
doing he should prefer his charge publicly 
and in the presence of the party accused, 
These are not the days in which a man can 
be denounced iu secret session, and vii tually 
tried and found guilty behind his hack. 

Our reporter did right, in the name of the 
public and in its interests, to protest against 
his exclusion from the Council meeting on 
Saturday evening. If there is a rule per- 
mitting the Council to hold a secret session 
it Bhould be allowed to become obsolete. It 
is one of that kind of rules which are more 
honored in the breach than in the obser- 
vance. The public, we repeat, have a right 
to know what the Council does, and the 
Council should lie prepared at all times to 
take the public into itB confidence. Particu- 
larly when the character and conduct of 
any one in the Council, or connected with 
the Council, are called in question, the 
doors of the Council chamber should be 
thrown wide open. 



THE LAND BILL. 

The News-Advertiser is not satisfied with 
the Government's amendments to the Land 
Act. We are not surprised at this, for we 
think that it would be very hard indeed for 
the Government to do anything that would 
meet the approval of our Vancouver fcon- 



Asiembly appointed a c immitteo to enquiie 
into the manner in which Rithct & Co.

Such inter- 
meddling with men's private affairs by the 
Legislature would be regarded by the pub- 
lic as intolerable. A coal mine is not like a 
railway, a kind of quasi-public institution. 
Yet there have 1 ecu strikes on railways in 
both Great Britain and America— strikes 
which were the cause of great loss 
and inconvenience to tho public — 
st'dl we do "not hear of either 
the Parliament of Great Britain or the 
Congress ol the United States interfering in 
any way, directly or indirectly. 

It would, we think, have been infinitely 
better for the Legislative Assembly of this 
province to have allowed the mine-owners 
and their workmen, or the unions, to Bottle 
their disputes without interference by the 
Legislature. But, since the Assembly has 
seen fit to interfere, it is perfectly abulrd to 
make the enquiry secret. The whole en- 
quiry should be conducted in the face of 
day. Every question and every answer 
should heseon and heard by the public, and 
the people Bhould see how the enquiry is 
conducted. Why the Committee should 
lovo darkness rather than light is a mys 
tsry to us. We think that they should 
court publicity. Ifiiny one has reason t 
complain of their business transactions be- 
ing drugged In fore the public it is tin 
Messrs. Dunsmuir. But it appears thai 
they expected, as a matter of course, that 
tho enquiry would be pub ic.

We believe that the peop'c of British 
Columbia, when the opportunity has been 
afforded them of considering the amend- 
ments to the Land Act, will conclude that 
they are improvements. Their object is 
evidently to discourage speculation in 
wilderness hind, and to facilitate settle 
ment. Would it not have been better am 
fairer for our contemporary to have told its 
readers what the changes are than to 
waste a column of its valuable space in 
delinile denunciation of the Government, 
every word of which, for anything that ap- 
pears in the paper, may bo altogether mi 
deserved. It is true that that the full text 
of the bill was published in its columns, but 
ovi r\ one knows that there is not one news- 
paper leader out of twenty who can make 
bead or tail of an act ol Parliament. 
When to the proper comprehension ,of a 
measure its comparison with other Acts 
is necessary, t he publication of the text of 
the amendment means ju i nothing ut all. 

[f our contemporary had told its readers 
that under the Land Act now in force 
a man can buy for two dollars 
and a half au aero all the land he wains, the 
Government not being rcstriototl by any 
lim t, but thai tinder the ami ndmcul lie 
would have to pay five dollars an acre, and 
thai ho could not purchase moro than 010 
acres at one time, they woul 1, 
think, regard this as n very great and a very 
beneficial change. To double the p ica of 
wild 1 md Hid to limit, the quant ty of uliy 
single purchase to 64 ) aciea, will, it nppei ri 
to us, put a very effectual check on specula- 
.ion. No mere speculator will be willing to 
I 



pay five dollars an acre for land to be held 
unused an indefinite time in the expectation 
of a riso in its value ; and if a man chooses 
to pay live dollars an acre down, for the 
nd he intends to use and improve, rather 
than preempt it at a dollar an acre, payable in 
six years, the Government would, we think, 
be hardly justified in preventing his making 
a bargain so profitable to tho province. 
When wild land cannot be had at less than 
five dollars an acre land-grabbing iu this 
province will, we venture to predict, soon 
become a lost art. There are other con- 
ditions of purchase in the amendment bill 
which make it impossible for a man who 
has not at his command sufficient money to 
pay on tho nail for the land, to get a single 
aero of the public domain. The limitation 
of the number of acres, the provision for 
speedy purchase, and the condition of pay- 
ment iu full when the purchaser gets hlB 
title, are, tho public will consider, quite 
sufficient to put a sotp to speculation in 
wilderness land. 

Then the Land Amendment bill must be 
considered in connection with the amend- 
ment to tho Land Assessment Act. • All 
wild lands are by it subject to a tax of two 
per cent on their assessed value. So if, on ac- 
count of improvements, either by theGovern- 
ment or by private individuals, the land will 
bring a higher price, the tax will be in- 
creased in proportion to its additional value, 
The tax is ten cents on acre to start with, 
and if it gets worth twenty dollars an acre, 
the assessment will ho forty cents au acre 
making on the section $250, which will be a 
nice little lax. Here then is wdiat the Gov- 
ernment rely upon to deter speculation — 

1, Doubling the price of the land. 

'2. Requiring payment in a lump sum. 

:>. Limiting tin' quantity to be purchased. 

4. Shortening the time from the beginning 
to the completion of each transaction. 

5. An assessment on wildness land, to 
crease its the hind increases in value. 

(I. Forbidding residence by "agents" 
pre-empted lend. 

Changes are made in the bill in favor of 
the actual .v ttler. In the first place it pre- 
vent-; competition by the mere speculator, 
by making it unlawful for the 1 md to lie- oc- 
cupied by i lie agent of the pre-, mptor. 

It allows the prc-ouiplor six months in 
the year as leivc of absence from his 'Hold- 
ing, instead of four as in the Act now iu 
force. 

The prc-emptor cm get his land for 
one dollar an acic, payable iu si:; 
years. Dining the first two years of 
his occupation he pays nothing, and he may 
be absent from the land for six months in 
the year if it is necessary lor him to leave it 
to earn somethi g tor the support of his 
family and to pay for the land. He has siv 
years in which to pay $160, or at the rttv. 
of $26.60 a year, ami then the land belongs 
to him and his heirs forever. 

No one can say that these are hard terms 
and that the Government puts him to a dis- 
advantage by requiring the capitalist to pay 
live dollars an acre on the nail. The capitalist 
<loe< not get one year or one month in 
which to pay the purchase money. As 
soon as the survey is made and he knows 
what land he is getting he must pay the. 
government evety cent. 

The Advertiser thinks that the govern- 
ment should be divested of the power to 
sell, and the only reason it gives is that the 
Government of Washington State cannot 
sell land. We do not know that the Legis- 
lature of Washington is infallible any more 
th in our own. It may make blunders, and 
if it does not allow the State Government 
to sell land under any circumstances, we 
believe lhat it has made a mistake. We 
know that the Government of the United 
States Bells lam), and grants it in various 
ways. 

The administration of public lands is, iu 
a new country, a diflicull and a delicate 
badness. It i-s very seldom that the land 
laws of such a country aro perfectly satis- 
factory. We think that when the amend 
men's proposed by the Government, modi- 
fied as they, no doubt will be in their passage 
through the Legislature, become law, the 
British Columbia Land Act. will be looked 
upon by all unprejudiced persons as a fairly 
good one, and, we have no doubt, but that 
the general opinion will be that the amend- 
ments now before the Assembly arc all in 
the right direction.

Capt. Jones expresses 
himself 03 highly pleased with the staunch 
ness of bis vessel, which, according to all 
accounts, was very severely tested. 



la Smoke and Ashes. 

Yesterday was a great day in Chinatown 
— a great day for the Chinaman and the 
small boy. In a icordance with the decision 
of the council, tho torch was applied to the 
rookeries occupying the market site at about 
S o'clock, and the flames worn foon crack- 
ling merrily in the old buildiius, muny of 
which had hen erected a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, and therefore were in prime con- 
dition for fuel. The (in- department with 
eight streams of water, ami the hook and 
bidder brigade, kept the fi e safely within 
its limits, ami the razing of tho old budd- 
ings afforded exccl'cot practice for l he de- 
partment. Although the council decided 
that it would be dangerous to have the old 
buildings nhif'ed t .any other locality, m my 
were the do irs and windows carried away by 
wni'cs, as wo. I ai Cliinum n, doubtless to be 
use I in tho construction ol new houses or 
stores. The crowds alt raided by the 
novelty of the fire w .8 a luge one, and the 
sights presented fully repaid l lion t ndance. 
Many hundreds ol rats in attempting tn 
esc 'lie from the flames, fell into the not less 
kindly c utches of the small hoys, while the 
pe il and fa'e of an unfortunate loin cat 
formed one of the most exciting incidents of 
tho day. This poor aniin il was in a two- 
storey frame building on Theatre alley, and, 
when the heat became too intense for his 



comfort he moved upwards, and kept 
moving till he reached the roof. Here he 
commenced an energetic promenade, with 
concert accompaniment, hi tho maimer of 
the boy on the burning deck, finally, 
maddened by the heat, ho sprang down 
through the flames, from which he emerged, 
minus hair or ours, to be clubbed to death 
by tho army of boys. 

Olyon fireworks. 

The burning of the Chinese theatre and 
■urround'ng rookeries last night, furnished 
the people of Victoria with one of tho 
finest fireworks exhibitions seen in many a 
year. The neighboring buildings were not 
allowed to eaten fire, although tho occupant 
of one of the cottages on Douglas street 
claims that his bouse was floode 1 with 
water, which damaged his goods and chattels 
to the amount of about §000. He will 
probably apply to the city for compensa- 
tion. The glare of the fire was seen *s far 
as Port Townsond, and parties in tho city 
across the straits telegraphed over to know 
what was on fire. 



Y. H. C. A. 

The board of directors of tho Young 
Men's Christian association held their 
regular monthly meeting last night, and 
disposed of the usual amount of business. 
Important plans relative to tho extension of 
the work were also considered, and will 
probably soon be put into operation. A 
number of sick young men, without 
friends, were visited, and several destitute 
ones weie assisted. A reference library, 
provided with a goodly number of books 
for study, was opened during the month, 
and is well patronized by the members. 
The religious and other lilies of work have 
made good progress. 

The Sachs Scandal. 

The Sachs gambling scandal is still the 
topic of conversation in Port Townsond, 
and although the Olympia senate acquitted 
the judge of the chaiges brought against 
him, tho papers have by no means dropped 
the subject. The Port Townsond Leader is 
particularly active in attacking the judge, 
and has gone so far as to mix up Collector 
Bradshaw's name in the gambling scandal. 
The latter has brought, suit sgainst the pa- 
per for criminal libel, and on Saturday one 
of I he proprietors was arreted, but after- 
wards released, and hearing of the case was 
adjourned. On Sunday morning the Lead- 
er, notwithstanding the suit pending, re- 
lumed to the subject in an article which 
may be the basis for another libel suit.

She was a native of London, England, aged 
•29 years, anil came here quite recently 
from Seattle. A loving husband and five 
little ones form the family circle left deso- 
late by her death. 



UNDER AtiREST- 

Sixteen Union Miners Brotisbt to This City to 
be Tried for Intimidation. 

Although it has been currently reported 
for some time past that the processions of 
the Union miners at Wellington would bo 
put a Stop co by the police unless they were 
discontinued, no action in the direction 
referred to was taken until yesterday after- 
noon, when Sergeant Langley made a quick 
and decisive move. The Union men had 
gathered, as had been the custom for some 
time past, at the railway junction, and with 
their two society flags, marched in pro- 
cession down the street, past the railway 
hotel. About two hundred yards from this 
landmark, the hundred or more men 
forming the procession were brought to a 
halt by Sergt. Langley, who was accom- 
panied by Olbcers Robb, McNeill and Stev- 
enson. The parading Union men were told 
that their leaders were wanted to stand 
trial on a charge of intimidation, and the 
names of 10 were called out. These offered 
no resistance, hut answering to their names, 
Stepped out of the ranks, but not band- 
cuffed, two and two, and walked to the 
railway station, where the regular train was 
waiting to convey them to Victoria. On 
their way down they declined to consid- 
er their unenviable position — laughed, 
joked, sang songs, and had a 
go ol time generally. On the ar- 
r.vul of the train at the depot here, the 
line of iu iroh to th Provincial jail was at 
once taken up, and alter the men bad had 
ihoir pockets turned inside out, they were 
locked up for the night. This morning they 
will appear b foie Mr. Edwin Johnson, 
l,i C., to undergo preliminary examination. 
Mr. diaries Wilson has been retained for 
I he def. nee. 

The pol ce have been watching the pro- 
gress of affairs at Wellington very quietly, 
and although Officer Robb has been on duty 
there for s >ine time, he baa allowed the 
Union men to pursue the tenor of their 
ways without molestation. Th rse who pr 
tend to know, assert that the snowballing 
of i In' funeral procession at Northfield pre- 
cipitated the action of the authorities, yes- 
terday. This snowballing incident, Mr. 
Henry Croft, M. P. P. , also desires to have 
made the subject of a parliamentary en- 
quiry, and he has a resolution on the notice 
paper to that effect. The special commit 
tee, appointed to investigate the causes of 
the btiike, went to Wellington on Saturday 
last, but adjourned without transacting any 
business. The sixteen men, paced under 
arrest yesterday, are of various nationalities, 
arid their names aie given as below :

Thu hulf-yetrly general meeting ol the 
proprietors (if this bunk was held at thu 
City Terminus Hotel, Cannon street, on 
Wednesday last; Mr. Robert GUlespio (tha 
chairman) presiding. 

The General Makaoeb (Mr. H. Hughes) 
read the notice convening the meeting, 
and tho report and accounts were taken as 
read.

ut I am happy and, I may say, proud to 
to add that by timely and prudent action, 
and by a conservative policy we have passed 
through the ordeal safely, and with satis- 
faction to the court of directors. (Ap- 
plause. ) The success of the half-year's busi- 
ness is again a matter of congratulation, 
and I hope it is as satisfactory to you to re-

THE MIND IN SLEEP. 



Mental Activity During the Sea- 
son of Slumber. 



Instances of tlio Action of the Ilraln 
1'orccB While tlii> Hodlly Hinmos 
Were Asleep — Some Strunge 
Sensations. 

What is a dream? 

Simply bbe working of tho mind while 
the body is asleep. 

The mind does not need sloep; at 
least, in good health, it novor takes it. 
Sir William Hamilton declares says tlio 
Now York Sunday Journal, that tlio 
mind is never wholly inactivo, and that 
we aro nover entirely unconscious of its 
activity. Jouffroy is quoted as denying 
that during bodily sleop the mind is 
dormant. Evon if wo do not remember 
our dreams, ho says, it is no proof that 
wo have not dreamed. 

Ilow many droams leave only tho 
faintest trace on tho memory! It is, 
therefore, permitted to supposo that 
many dreams leave no trace at all. 

Kant said that wo always dream whon 
asloop, and that to coaso to dream would 
bo to coaso to livo. People who talk 
of dreamless sleep use an expression 
which really is at variance with facts; 
tho mind works on, works over. 

Whon any ono is engaged on a pro- 
longed enterprise, like a great boook, 
the building uf an edifice, tlio conduct 
of a military campaign, the negotiation 
of a valuable contract, ho not only fre- 
quently dreams of li is work, but the 
mind dreams of it at times when tlio 
memory does not record it distinctly. 
This is tho "unconscious cerebration" 
which has worn out so many brains and 
wrecked so many careers. 

When Sir Walter Scott was writing 
his great series of historical novels ho 
recorded in bis diary that whenever he 
came to a difficult place, where his char- 
actors seemed to bo in an inextricable 
situation, he waited patiently until tho 
next morning, when on awakening, the 
solution of tbo whole troublo would 
come into his mind. 

This was becauso tlio "unconscious 
cerebration," which in time was to use 
up the splendid brain, had been going 
on all night solving the difficulty while 
tho author's body was allowed- to take 
reposo. 

Sometimes tbo body is influenced by 
its surroundings, or by certain sensa- 
tions which penetrate through the vail 
of sleep— so that the mind indulges in 
pranks, such as afflicted good Dr. Greg- 
ory. 

This wise man had a bottle of hot 
■water put at his feet on going to bed 
one cold night. Presently he burned 
bis toes so severely that he dreamed ho 
was climbing Mount Etna and that his 
feot, breaking through tho volcanic 
soil, wore burned in hot lava. 

Whon be awoke and found that tho 
water bottle was tho cause of tho dream, 
ho at once regarded it as a curious in- 
stance of tho effect of tho sonso of touch 
in dreams. 

His case was like that of another doc- 
tor, who, having had his head blistered, 
foil asleep and dreamed that he was be- 
ing scalped by Indians. 

Another instance of tho association of 
tho sensation of touch with dreams was 
that of a Western pioneer who, being in 
camp one night wrapped in his blankets, 
dreamed that be was climbing tho 
sido of an iceberg, and that his face 
was pained by coming in contact with 
tbo izo. 

Presently ho awoko with a start and 
found that tho cold noso of a wolf was 
touching his cheek. 

A French scientist onco experimented 
on himself by operating' on his mind, 
through tho sense of touch, while ho was 
asleep. 

IIo left his knees uncovered when ho 
went to bed ono cold night and dreamed 
that ho was riding on a stage coach in a 
terrible tempest, during which ho suf- 
fered terribly from cold knees.

An American's Exciting Ride In Ono ol 
the Qui or Contrlvonooi. 
"London may not be provided with 
elevators on any thing lilto tho scale

| his vacation abroad, "hut 1 saw a 'lift' 
| there, tho like of which I do not believe 
exists in this country. I entered an of- 
lico building in London, which was not 
far from the Bank of England, to seo a 
friond, who was on tho top floor.

I at first hesitated about risking my 
limbs and lifo on tho contrivance, hut 
finally stopped into an ascending car 
just beforo its bottom was on a level 
with tho floor. 

"No sooner had I done this than I bo- 
gan to got afraid that I might be crushed 
to death between the car and the floor 
or ceiling when I tried to step off. Of a 
j sudden it struck mo that if I did not got 
off at tho top lloor 1 would be carried to 
I the roof, and thou be stood on my head 
in tho car as it turned over.

This is due 
to the fact that only the roof of tho car 
Is fastened to tho cable, so the oar al- 
ways remains bottom downward by its 
own weight. A 'lift' like this may ho 
economical, as it does away with the 
need of men to run it. but 1 myself 
much prefer tho safe American ma- 
chino."

A Now Minnow Trap, 

An ingenious inventor haseome to the, 
relief of fishermen lately, by producing 
a minnow trap that is hard to beat. First 
of all it, is wholly composed of transpar- 
ent, colorless glass, and is in shape much 
lilce a big cartridgo, with a pointed bul- 
let, in it. It is about two and one-half 
feet, long, and as big around as a man's 
leg above the knee. It is hollow, of 
course, and what would bo the flat end 
of the cartridge is punched in, like the 
bottom of a glass bottle and there is a 
small round hole in tho apex of the cono 
thus made. The other and tho pointed 
end of the trap is lilted with a little 
sliding door. This big glass cartridgo is 
intended to ho set on its side in the bot- 
tom of a brook where minnows abound. 
The cautious ones soon become accus- 
tomed to it, and the reckless fellows 
don't soo it until they bump their noses 
against it. Some nice bait, is put inside 
the trap, and the minnows soon find 
their way info it, through the hole in 
the punehod-in end. The little door at 
tlio other end is shut, of course. 

The minnows are unablo to find their 
way out, because thoy follow the 
sides of tho trap and this leads them 
into the cul-de-sac at the Hat end, all 
around the bottom of the cone Thoy 
are easily poured out, however, with the 
water in the trap, by holding tbo thing 
up, pointed end down, and opening tho 
little slide door. Wire is twisted around 
the outside of tho trap, and forms a 
handle by which it is conveniently ear- 
riod, and tho wiro also protects the glass 
from injury.

THE SIXTH PARLIAMENT. 

Continued from Second Page. 



EVENING SESSION. 
The Speaker took the chair at 7:30 o'clock, 
when, 

Ma. Mackenzie rose to a question of 
privilege. On his way down from Nanaimo 
ho hail, to-day, encountered a party of 
sixteen miners, who had been summarily 
arrested and brought down from Welling- 
ton without any charge being preferred 
against them. He wished an explanation 
from the government. 

Hon. Mr. DaVIB said he was perfectly 
aware that he could claim that notice of 
inquiry should have been given him, but he 
laid no objection to tell lion, members what 
he knew upon the subject. IIu was not 
officially aware of the number who had been 
brought down. So far as regarded the rea- 
son for which they had been brought down, 
it was for an infraction of the law, and in 
consequence of directions given by himself. 
He bud instructed the Superintendent of 
tho Provincial Police to proceed to Wel- 
lington and put a stop to the processions 
that were being carried on. They were 
lawless and had been declared to be so by 
the Chief Justice and others. That the 
processions were contrary to law, it was to 
his mind sufficient for the Chief Justice to 
suy, the ofl'ence being punishable by both 
tine and imprisonment. The processions 
had been continued for months. He had 
tried to stop them by appeals 
to reason, but they bad been 
useless. It had been pretended by the Un- 
ion men that the processions were harmless 
and that those who broke the law were 
those persons who were opposed to them. 
His own department had received numbers 
of petitions against the processions, because, 
as was alleged, the number of non-union 
men was larger than that "f the union men; 
but, so far from a breach of the peace, being 
apprehended on the part of the union men, 
their processions were peaceable and law- 
abiding, and the people Irom whom danger 
was apprehended were the non. union men 
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who were working. He 
pared to believe that tin 
an onslaught might he 
non-union men. Prevention 
than cure, and it had therefi 
duty of the Attorney-General 
matters did not come to an o 
It was the manifest duty of those who were 
charged with the administration of justice 
to see that no danger arose. To show that 
danger existed, it was only necessary for 
him to refer to what lind recently occurred, 
the account of which be had read 
in the newspapers, and which he 
had been assured was not over- 
drawn. He detailed the attack which 
which bad been made upon a solemn funeral 
procession. The men who went to work 
were largely in the majority, and if they 
were not shown that they had the law with 
them the non Union men would makp up 
their minds that it was their duty to pro- 
tect themselves. It had, therefore, become 
the imperative duty of the government to 
interfere, and he had, as he bad stated, 
directed the sergeant of the provincial 
police to proceed to Wellington this morn- 
ing and cause the processions to be stopped, 
and in default, to arrest the offenders. In 
regard to the men being brought 
to Victoria, it had become a ques- 
tion of taking them to Nanaimo or to 
Victoria, there being no lock-up at Welling- 
ton. The men bad expected to lie taken to 
Nanaimo, but from past experience be pre- 
ferred not to prosecute them there. They 
had, in c insequence, been brought 
toria, and here they would be triod.
